Saturday. 

The American companies re- 
fused after informing the Indo- 
Chinese government, through 
Reed, of the Japanese letters. 

The Japanese, 13 hours after the 
deadline expired, smashed the 
doors and took the goods to seven 
Japanese freighters waiting at 
Haiphong to load. 

The Indo-Chinese government 
was expected to ask the Vichy 
government to protest to Tokyo.

Higher U. S. Loans 
Would Increase Cotton 
Income.

WASHINGTON, May 25.—Sen- 
ator Russell, of Georgia, today 
was faced with prospects of win- 
ning his four-year fight to estab- 
lish a parity price for cotton. 

President Roosevelt was re- 
ported in well-informed quarters 
to have yielded his earlier opposi- 
tion to a bill, recently passed by 
congress and now awaiting his 
Signature, authorizing the Com- 
modity Credit Corporation to 
make loans up to 13 1-2 cents per 
pound on cotton, equal 85 per cent 
of parity, contrasted with the 
present loan policy of 9 cents per 
pound, or 56 per cent of parity. 

If the President signs the bill, 
the new 13 1-2 cents a pound 
limit, plus soil conservation pay- 
ments and other payments going 
to cotton farmers under the $212,- 
000,000 parity fund voted in the 
Agricultural Department annual 
supply bill by both houses of con- 
gress, will give cotton producers 
slightly better than parity for 


their new crop, Senator Russell} 


declared. It will represent the 
highest price broug’ * by cotton in 
more than 10 years. 

Parity Explained. 

Parity is explained by Agricul- 
tural Department officials as the 
average price of cotton during the 
pre-World War No. 1 period from 
1909 to 1914, measured in terms of 
the goods the proceeds of cotton 
would have bought at that time. 

The bill now awaiting action by 
the President, who has until Tues- 
day to sign it, is the direct out- 
growth of various efforts put forth 
by Senator Russell during the past 
four years to have congress pro- 
vide funds for full parity pay- 
ments. 

Despite departmental opposition 
and no recommendation from the 
budget, the Georgia senator suc- 
ceeded in attaching an amend- 
ment to the agricultural bill in 
1938 providing $212,000,000 for 
farm parity payments—the first 
time parity funds had been appro- 
priated. The next year the amount 
was boosted to $225,000,000, and 
in 1940 the sum of $212,000,000 
Was\ again appropriated, both 
times without approval of the 
budget.

Of this total 
amount, cotton would benefit to 
the extent of $275,000,000 to $350,- 
000,000. 

“Moreover, cotton for the first 
time in years will bring parity 
prices, which is around 16 cents 
‘per pound, when soil conservation 
‘payments and benefits under the 
budget approved parity fund are 
included. In fact, the price of cot- 
ton would be slightly above 
parity.”

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Rights” We Can Forego 
Ever since the beginning of the war emer- 
gency and the defense program which it has 
ma@ vital, the one element in American life 
which has hindered and hampered the defense 
of the nation more than any other, is organized 
labor. 

Despite all plausible denials by labor 
apologists, the arming of American men and 
of American ships has been tragically delayed 
because organized groups of workers have laid 
down their tools, in factory after factory, and 
refused to go back to the work upon which the 
safety of a free world depends, until they were 
granted whatever they demanded in the form 
of wage increases, greater privileges, union 
recognition and “closed shop” operation. 

The extent of the damage thus done can- 
not be measured by the number of work days 
lost, though this figure amounts to sickening 


— 


press, we must voluntarily forégo demanding 
full details of all activities of some of our gov- 
ernmental agencies. : 

And labor, organized labor, if it is to de- 
serve its placé as an honored s@gment of a 
free nation, must likewise recognize that the 
emergency demands abeyance of some of those 
privileges which, in normal times, are its un- 
questioned right. 

In normal times, a man has the right to 
leave his job, as he will. In these abnormal 
times, the worker at a bench in defense in- 
dustry has no more moral right to lay down his 
tools than the soldier, training in an Army 
camp, has a right to lay down his gun. For the 
worker at the bench is as vital in the prosecu- 
tion of modern war as the soldier in camp or 
field. 

The nation ha# demanded “all out” effort, 
of us all, for defense. Most of us have re- 
sponded loyally and gladly, proud of whatever 
opportunity is ours to serve our nation. 

There have been a few who have failed, in 
all walks of life. Industry itself has not given 
100 per cent to the vital task. 

But the truth remains that of all segments 
of American life, organized labor is the only 
group which has seriously impaired the de- 
fense effort. 

We must all forego some rights, for the 
period of the emergency. Our best program is 
to retain, in so far as possible, the status quo 
and work and pray for the quick return of the 
day when social, domestic and personal prob- 
lems can again occupy our enthusiasms and 
our efforts. ] 

Organized labor, like all the rest of us, must 
learn it must forego some rights for the com- 
mon cause of national safety. 

If it does not, the day is not far distant 
when American freedom will be but a dream 
that has gone and there will be neither rights 


nor organized labor left.

THE WORLD TODAY.

NOTHING INCREDIBLE WASHINGTON, May 25.—Nothing 


any longer appears incredible in the 
advancing war prowess of the plane. Its swiftness in intensive 
action has never been better exemplified than in the German drive 
on Crete. This opens vistas of still further possibilities of air power 
in the German defense of Dakar, for example, and the invasion of 
Ireland in® the encirclement of Great Britain. 

Just as in the battles of Poland, France and the Balkans, dive 
bombers made the first lightning smash on strong points on land, 
the plane took the lead in an overseas action, flying abdve naval 
patrols to reach Crete. It took the place of warships in making an 
overseas bridge. 

The use of parachutists and transport planes in the Cretan of- 
fensive is more daring and éxtensive than in the conquest of Nor- 
way. Thén Britain had more distant air bases for fighter action. 
NO SURPRISE It is no surprise to learn that some of the Ger- 

man troops were in Australian and New Zea- 
land uniforms. That is just another violation of international law 
and civilization’s long-established military tradition. 

The question is how much thé British garrison has been caught 
by surprise, how large it is to defend the Cretan base, and how 
far British ground and sea forces can prevent the arrival of further 
reinforcements. From their new bases on the Greek mainland 
German planes have only from 80 to 150 miles to go to Crete. 
They can shuttle over troops very fast. 

The extent to which the Germans used gliders in the Cretan 
operation is not clear. When the Germans lackéd war planes under 
the restrictions of the Versailles treaty, before Hitler came to power, 
they surpassed the rest of the world in the development of gliders 
in experimental practice. 

We heard little more about gliders after Reich Marshal Her- 
mann Goering began building’his airforce. The only recognized 
point in their favor for war work was that they required no engine 
or fuel. They lacked speed control and carrying power. 

Insofar as the Germans employed them we may be sure their 
pilots knew the air-currents were favorable. Not only the pilots 
of the transport planes, but the troops knew their map of Crete, 
and the troops had been long trained in just what they had to do. 


ONE MORE STEP A German effort to occupy Crete is an- 


other revealed step in getting into position 
for the concert of blows in the battle of the eastern Mediterranean 
to put the pincers on Suez. The first step was to take the little 
islands of the Aegean Sea to command the Dardanelles Straits. 
This the British navy was unable to prévent in an area very dif- 
ficult to patrol. The next step was to bring to a head the revolt 
in Iraq and to get possession of the Syrian airdromes, which was 
timed with the “collaboration” with Vichy. 

Should Britain be forced out of Crete shé will have lost an 
important air and naval base and a strategic outpost. From the 
western end of Crete to the southernmost tip of German-occupied 
Greece is only 80 miles, and from the western end.only about 20 
miles to the Italian Dodecanese Islands, which hug the Asiatic coast. 

German control of Crete means that the Aegean Sea, that great 
bay of the eastern Mediterranean, becomes an Axis lake, which 
bounds more than half the western coast of Turkey. On the north, 
Turkey faces across the Black Sea to Soviet Russia and Rumania, 
which: is under the domination of Gérmany. On the western land 
side her neighbors are Soviet Russia, Iraq and a bit of Iran (Persia).

ONE WORD MORE

GERMANY GAMBLES I came down ‘to the office Sunday, 
as is my wont, to take a look at The 


Associated Press report. The news, from my viewpoint, was. not 
good. But important. 

It now is obvious that Hitler’s campaign against Crete is one. 
of the greatest gambles he has taken in the war. This campaign 
is not merely one to take Crete and its important sea and air bases. 

It is Hitler’s first major gamble against British sea power. 

He can’t abandon it. He will, one now may be sure, throw 
everything he can into it. If he can defeat British sea power in 
this campaign, he can do it elsewhere. It may be the British Isles, 
It may be the Suez or Iran. More than likely it will be Iran. The 
Iraq oil supply is not nearly so important as that of Iran. 

So, we seé that Crete is a major engagement, not merely a phase 
of the war, or a mopping-up effort. The first Germans, landing 
by glider and parachute, were the first troops in a major battle. 

Not only that, but they opened up a new method of beginning 
a major campaign. Parachute troops were employed to take special 
forts in the campaigns of Holland and Belgium and France. They 
quickly were followed by motorized troops and artillery. 

Norway was occupied by troops brought by sea transport close 
in the wake of those first delivered by planes. 

Crete is 75 to 100 miles from the German bases. At those bases 
were concentrated thousands of gliders and glider pilots; hundreds 
of planes and parachute troops. : 

Germany had no surface sea powér in that sector. She planned 
the attack, knowing none would be involved. The first move was 
to take Crete’s airports. This was done. It left the British fighter 
planes without bases. They had to be withdrawn. 

This left the sky in control of the Germans. 


THE STRATEGY German bombers, unmolested, began a sys- 
tematic bombardment of English craft. The 
harbors were wrecked. 

The land forces were subjected to bombardment and strafing 
while the parachute troops and those in gliders landed by day and . 
night. The bombers served as artillery, putting down a protect- 
ing barrage. 

Submarines, probably Italian, worked 
The English fleet was subjected to terrific punishment. 
ports the smashing of convoys. It likely did smash some. 

‘ Yet, disturbingly true is the fact that Germany has landed 
enough men by air to hold half the island against }and forces long 
based there. Germany reports the daily landing of additional 
troops by airplane, glider and parachute. 

It is extremely probable that English battleships, of various 
classes, were sent into the sea about Crete. This weakened the. 
Atlantic squadron. This brought out thé German navy for a 
smash in the Atlantic. First accounts indicate the Germans won 
the initial battle, sinking the gigantic battle cruiser ‘“‘Hood,” the 
world’s largest warship. 

It all adds up to the most significant battle since the loss of 
France in that it is the first major campaign against British sea 
power. 

It had been believed that the parachute troop was of little value 
unless it quickly could be supported by motorized troops or by 
infantry supplied with artillery. 

If Hitler wins Crete, transporting troops by air across 75 and 
100 miles of seawater in spite of the British navy, it will be a 
very real disaster for the British. 


MORE CHEERFUL NEWS There is, however, more cheering 


news. British convoys are reach- 
ing England. Some time ago Senator Barkley reported arrival of 
American goods in England as “satisfactory.” 

In Collier’s Weekly, on the newsstands last Friday, Quentin 
Reynolds, former sports reporter and now one of the better known 
magazine writers and war correspondents, reports on his trip back 
to England. 

He went in a ship which was one of 25 starting from Canada.

They do not want your meters to turn mer- 
rily as you light up your wholé house, keep the 
radio going when you are gone out, let all the 
fans run.

In justice to the power company, it should 
be said that it costs you only a few pennies a 
day to use power lavishly. 

But what they are aiming at is to have 
many, many thousands of persons carefully 
watch their lights, turning them out when 
they leave a room. They are asking merchants 
not to keep store windows lighted beyond a 
reasonable time. They are asking that as many 
ornamental signs as possible be kept dark. 

The companies which have spent thousands 
of dollars promoting the use of electricity now 
urge you to use less of it. 

What’s happened? 

Two things have happened. 

It hasn’t rained much since the summer of 
1939. At least there has been a deficiency 
since that time. The good year 1941 has pro- 
duced none of the usual spring rains. Spring, 
the time of fréeshets, has become a time of 
drouth as severe as those usually experienced 
in the fall of the year. : 

That’s one thing. 

The other is that we suddenly, overnight, 
bégan to expand business and industry. Plants 
which used great amounts of electric power 
doubled or tripled production for national de- 
fense and began to use three or four times as 
much power. New plants were built. They 
must have power. : 

The odd thing about this drouth is that it 
has been a general one, stretching through 
Mississippi, Georgia, Alabama, South Carolina, 
North Carolina and Virginia. All are seeing 
their gardens and fields burn up, their streams 


run low, their reservoirs sink to dangerous 


_ levels. 


Unless it rains within the next few weeks 
we will see something liké a blackout. Our 
movie houses will have to curtail air condi- 
tioning; softball games, baseball games will 
have to stop playing at night; stores and busi- 
ness houses,’ office buildings which have air 
conditioning will have to curtail it. Our “white 
ways” will be put out. Our shop windows will 
be dark. Electric power will be rationed. 

This is not something afar off. It is very 
near. Unless rains come within 30 days some 
of these measures likely will be invoked by 
the government. Men must work, defense 
plants must keep busy.

Being Right Makes People Brave 


And Bravery Makes Them Safe 
By ROBERT QUILLEN. 


Wendell Willkie, in a recent Collier’s article, urged our people 
to quit being afraid—which means, of course, that he believes they 
are afraid. Others have made the same charge. 

Others, too, have said repeatedly in the public prigts and by 
radio that our people aré confused by many issues, ielecent and 
arguments, and do not know what to believe or what to do. 

If all of this is true—if the people are afraid and confused— 
they are in more danger than they realize. For that state of mind 
is precisely the one that Hitler has shrewdly engendered in every 
people that he planned to conquer. 

And in this world of dread uncertainties nothing is more certain 
than this: that people afraid and confused, and therefore unable to 
act, are easily cowed, overpowered and virtually enslaved by any 
armed group that is organized, disciplined and willing to be utterly 
merciless. Ten who are willing to kill can control a thousand who 
are frightened and unorganized and don’t know what to do. 

Why are people confused? They all know right from wrong. 
And no matter what political or economic arguments they hear, 
they know it is horribly wicked to kill and rob and enslave people 
simply because they cannot defend themselves. By any standard 
of law or justice or morality, that is a base and horrible crime. 
And Germany, Russia, Italy and Japan are guilty of it—and proudly 
boastful of their guilt. 

If we know right from wrong, and loathe the bloody hands of 
murder, what remains to confuse us? 

Te be the thing that explains our fears—if indeed we are 
afraid. 

We are led by many motives and passions, but back of all other 
actuating forces is the motive of self-interest—of self-preservation. 
If we are afraid and uncertain, it is because we dread being hurt 
and do not know which coursé is most likely to save us. 

The answer is that no course can be wholly safe in a mad world 
where all rules of honor are discarded and only might is right. 

Acting yellow won't save us. “He who would save his life shall 
lose it.” Our safest course, when no course is wholly safe, is to 
make our nation mighty; boldly declare for right and honor and 
decency, and grimly face whatever may come, knowing that the 
risk is less when we step forward to meet a threat than when we 
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that right, for a time, when Uncle Sam, in his 
necessity, touches them on the shoulders and 
says he wants them, for a year, for training in 
the bearing of arms to defend this country.

PRINCETON, N. J., 
Washington observers have many 
times credited President Roosevelt 
with having an acute sense of 
public opinion, and whether this 
judgment be justified or not, a 
new study just completed by the 
American Institute of Public 
Opinion shows that with regard to 
U. S. assistance to Great Britain 
the President’s actions have thus 
far been substantially agreeable 
to majority sentiment. 

Whether this is because the 
President has followed the public, 
or because the public has followed 
Roosevelt, remains an interesting 
question. 

Nevertheless, as of mid-May, 
nearly six persons in every ten 
thought Mr. Roosevelt had moved 
“about right” with regard to Brit- 
ish aid, while two thought he had 
moved “too far’ and the remain- 
ing two “not far enough,” the sur- 
vey shows.

Fishing Unlimited May 25.—Within three- 
quarters of an hour of our hotel there are more than 200 
lakes where big-mouth bass, speckled trout and other edible 
fish abound. For big-game thrills, the Gulf of Mexico is 
an hour away, if one is in no hurry to wet a hook. 

Here is fishermen’s paradise, and not only here, but 
from Fernandina to Key West and back along the east 
coast of Florida. The best in fresh and salt water fishing 
awaits the pleasure of the touring Izaak Walton. 


There is no limit to the number of fish, perhaps. 
But there is a limit on the number one may catch in 
fresh water. I doubt seriously if all the fishermen 
in existence were to invade the lakes and rivers that 
they could be “fished out” in our generation. In 
some parts of the St. John’s river, for instance, big- 
mouth bass are so thick many become sunburned 
because they can never get off the top. 

And yet, while fish are plentiful, Florida intends 


to keep them so. There is no living just for today. 
A recent legislative enactment has reduced the black 
bass creel limit from 12 to eight, and the one-day 
possession limit for bream from 30 to 20. One cannot 
help but compare this bountiful region with our own 
state of Georgia, where the general assembly passed 
a creel limit, but the Governor vetoed it. Georgia 
doesn’t have too much fishing, and yet even that 
isn’t protected. 


Oh, well. There rarely is any change in the geographi- 
eal location of states and localities, barring earthquakes— 
and as ever it is only a matter of eight, nine or 10 hours 
to the finest fishing imaginable, which countless Geor-

Here I found Mlle. Eve Curie, who is staying 
with us for the night. My first appointment 
was with two ladies, Mrs. William Hurd Hill 
and Mrs. Huldah Randall, who had come to 
talk about living conditions in the southwest part of Washington. 
They are interested in a community house in that section, for which 
they are trying to raise money. 

They are obliged to leave their present building, which is en- 
tirely inadequate to the demands that should be met in this section. | 
Recreation facilities are negligible and housing conditions are very | 
bad. It is an area in which the colored people struggle to live | 
decently and under almost insurmountable difficulties. 


I do not know just what can be done to help them, but I feel | 
more and more strongly every day that we should build no more | 
memorials in stone to our great men, or even beautiful government | 
buildings, until we have made it possible for the people who live 
in this city today, whether they are white or colored, to have decent 
housing, areas for recreation and adequate school buildings. These 
seem to me more important than monuments to the men who built 
the nation. 

There is one piece of information that I discovered in Maine 
which pleased me very much. Ten cities and towns in that state 
already have the food stamp plan in operation. The entire state has 
been designated for this program, which means that in the near 
future 125,000 needy people in Maine will have the opportunity to 
increase their food consumption through the use of the free blue 
surplus stamps. 

This is an important step in long-range national defense. Our 
nutrition problems have been great and we are only just beginning 
to understand that the government must assist people from the 
economic and educational standpoint, in order that we may remedy 
sgme of the defects which we now know exist in the feeding of 
our children, E. R.

AVIATION AND OUR FUTURE 


CAA Program. Building 
Vast Reservoir of Pilots 


(Editor’s note: What of the 
future of American aviation? 
The Constitution has asked a 


dustrial leaders to discuss va- 
rious phases of the question. 
Here is the first of six daily 
stories. Today the assistant sec- 
retary of commerce, Robert H. 
Hinckley, tells of the efforts to 
build up a reservoir of pilots.

WASHINGTON, May 25.— 
America’s defense problem is two- 


fold: A race against time for pro-| 
duction of (1) modern equipment 


and (2) trained manpower. 


About the first category none of 
us needs worry, if this nation has 
sufficient time and gets after the 
job in earnest. We always have 
excelled at any job of industrial 
production to which we set the 
national mind. 

In the second category, one of 
the most urgent necessities is a 
large force of pilots. Fortunately 
for our security in this respect, 
there has been in operation since 
1939, a program which has been 


creating a vast reservoir of pilot) 


material—50,000 boys of the right 
age, physical condition, and edu- 
cation, who have learned enough 
about flying to merit a _ private 
pilot’s license. I speak of the civil- 
jan pilot training program con- 
ducted by the Civil Aeronautics 
Administration of the Department 
of Commerce. 

Under this program, the 
contracts with colleges and flight 
schools all over the country—well 
over 900 centers at present—to 
give pilot training courses_ to 
qualified young people. While thus 
widely decentralized, the program 
‘is subject to certain controls—the 
instructors must meet CAA stand- 
ards of competency, they use 
standard CAA texts and outlines, 
and to win their licenses students 
must pass CAA examinations in 
both ground school subjects and 
actual flying. The CAA pays the 
institution—only costs to the stu- 
dents are medical examination fee, 
insurance premium, and in some 
cases a $10 registration charge.
